powers,  followed  by  unbearable  nevrosis  which  often  lead  eitier 
to  melancholy  or  madness.

CHRONIC  BLENNORRHCEA.  —  M.  S.,  thirty  five  years  of  age, 
suffered  from  chronic  blennorrhoea,  the  discharge  was  small  but 
continuous,  particulary  occurring  in  the  morning,  the  urethral 
canal  was  reduced  by  stricture  and  inflammation  had  even 
reached  the  bladder.  The  passing  of  water  was  often  painful,  the 
urine  was  thick,  and  often  contained  a  mucous  deposit.
